Buckner Jr. and others charged 
with mail fraud in connection with 
alleged manipulation of Philippine 
Railway bonds, squandered bond- 
holders’ funds in high living, 

Buckner, man-about-New York 
and Hollywood; William J, Gilles- 
pie; Capt. John Stuart Hyde, Hol- 
lywood producer; C. Wesley Tur- 
ner, stock broker, and Felipe Buen- 
camino, Filipino legislator, are on 
trial in Federal Court. They are 
charged with defrauding holders of 
defaulted Philippine Railway bonds, 
acting through Buckner’s position 
as chairman of the bondholders’ 
committee. 

The Government contends that 
Buckner spent for his own pleasure 
funds solicited from bondholders 
for expenses to attempt to obtain 
favorable legislation in Washington 
and Manila. 

Charles J. Hunt of the Savoy- 
Plaza Hotel testified that between 
Oct. 7 and Oct. 17, 1937, Buckner 
and Gillespie obtained $310 in cash 
from the hotel with a check of the 
bondholders’ committee.

I feel 
that it is unfair that an organiza- 
tion with as long and honorable a 
record as ours should be placed in 
a bad light because of something 
that we -did not sponsor.” 

Attitude of Legion Men. 

Thomas E,. Dowling, chairman 
of the Commanders’ Conference 
of the American Legion, told a 
Post-Disaptch reporter that he was 
inclined to believe the Liederkranz 
management had been the victim of 
an imposition, adding that he felt 
the incident would not recur.

PROSECUTOR TALKS 


Reinstates Bank Robbery

It is best to make the rose jar when the roses are in their first 
freshness and all the fragrance is retained on this account. The roses 
Bhould be gathered very early in the morning, tossed lightly in a 
tool, airy place, to lie until the dew has evaporated; then put in 
large glass jar with quarter-inch layers of salt between half-inch 
Jayers of flowers. This may be added to from morning to morning 
until the jar is filled. This must stand 10 days after the last are put 
in, and stirred thereafter every morning. 


Have ready one-fourth ounce mace, one-half ounce cloves and one- 
alf ounce allspice, coarsely ground or pounded in a mortar; half a 
nutmeg grated, half-ounce cinnamon (the sticks well broken up in 
bits), one ounce orris root powdered and one-fourth pound dried 
lavender flowers. Mix spices together in bowl, then fill rose jar with 
alternate layers of flower stock and spice mixture. As the mixing 
proceeds, add a few drops of essential oils of rose, geranium, bitter 
almonds and orange flower. Over the whole pour one ounce of 
cologne or favorite toilet water. The amount given is sufficient to fill 
two quart jars and the whole will keep for years. And from time to 
time additions can be made, such as a few tube roses, sweet violets or 
Spray of heliotrope, or acacia. 

If the jar is left open every day, the room will be filled with a 
fragrant, indefinable spicy odor—very refreshing and very delightful 
and unlike any other perfume. But at other times it should be kept 
elosed with a well-fitting top.

This was serious. The fishing in- 
dustry could not be left to fend 
for itself; yet to station surface 
warships as escorts for the fishing 
fleet would have been. to invite 
losses by submarine attacks. More- 
over, the German vessels fre- 
quently carried out their fishing- 
vessel tactics against the unarmed 
portions of our auxiliary patrol 
service, 

Altogether, the German subma- 
rines were much too active for our 
liking, and intensified anti-subma- 
rine methods were called for. 

The habits of the enemy subma- 
rines themselves led to the formu- 
lation of new methods of conduct- 
ing anti-submarine patrols. One of 
these was the fitting out of decoy 
ships—later known as “mystery 
ships” and then as “Q ships.” The 
other was an invention of the Sub- 
marine Service. 

The idea was originated in the 
submarines at Leith looked after 
by H. M. S. Vulcan. It was sim- 
plicity itself, and was based on the 
knowledge that if a few U-boats 
disappeared when attacking our 
fishing fleet, other U-boats would 
be inclined to leave the fishermen 
alone. In order to give the fishing 
fleet the “sting” with which to 
encompass the mysterious disap- 
pearance of a German submarine 
or two, one trawler in each fleet 
was to tow, not the usual fishing 
trawl, but a “C” class submarine 
submerged. 

No sooner was the idea mooted 
than it was adopted. Many ex- 
periments had to be carried out 
before it could be put into execu- 
tion. Nobody quite knew what 
would happen if a submarine was 
towed submerged. Moreover, the 
tow would have to be secured by a 
slip which could be operated by 
the submarine while submerged, so 
that the latter could get rid of her 
trawler to make an attack. Finally, 
some means of communication be- 
tween the trawler and her sub- 
merged submarine had to be de- 
vised, for the trap would not be 
complete unless the submarine kept 
her periscope down while being 
towed. The lookout for the sub- 
marine had therefore to be kept on 
the bridge of the trawler. 
Experiments were rushed for- 
ward. It was found that the tow- 
ing of a submerged submarine did 
not present any great difficulties. 
Means of slipping the tow from 
the submarine, and telephone com- 
munication between the bridge of 
the trawler and the submerged sub- 
marine were devised. By June, 
C-24 (Lieut. Taylor) was at sea in 
tow of the decoy trawler Taranaki. 
Lieut. Taylor was in command of 
the submarine and Lieutenant-Com- 
mander Edwards commanded the 
Taranaki. 

On June 23, 1915, the Taranaki 
was on the edge of the Dogger 
Bank, with her invisible consort in 
tow 40 feet below the:surface. At 
9:30 a. m. a German submarine 
came to the surface and fired a 
shot across the bows of the Tara- 
naki. The shell burst 20 yards 
ahead of the trawler. 

In C-24 Lieut. Taylor heard a re- 
port which he took to be an ex- 
plosive signal from the Taranaki 
to tell C-24 to show her periscope. 
Taylor telephoned to the Taranaki 
for confirmation, and got the re-

to slip the tow, C-24 telephoned to 
the Taranaki and told her to slip 
her end of the tow. Fortunately, 
the simulated panic in the trawler 
had not entailed Lieutenant-Com- 
mander Edwards leaving’ the 
bridge where the telephone was, 
and the tow was slipped without 
exciting the suspicion of the Ger- 
man. By this time it was 9:45. 


The moment the tow was slipped, 
the C-24 went ahead with her helm 
hard a-starboard in order to at- 
tack the submarine, which she 
knew to be astern of her. But the 
tow consisted of 100 fathoms of 
three and one-half-inch wire haw- 
ser, 100 fathoms of eight-inch coir 
hawser, and 200 fathoms of tele- 
phone cable. All this was a very 
considerable weight, and it was 
dangling from the bows of C-24—a 
small submarine with little longi- 
tudinal stability. Down went the 
bows of C-24 until she had an angle 
of five degrees bow-down and it 
was impossible to see through the 
periscope.

HE chance of a lifetime seemed 
to be slipping away while Taylor 
made frantic efforts to get his 
vessel under control. Drastic meas- 
ures could not be used. to bring 
C-24 up. To blow tanks would in 
all probability lead to her breaking 


surface. Then the German would 
see her, and not only would C-24 
lose her chance of sinking an 


enemy submarine, but the German 
would tell his friends of this new 
trap in the fishing fleets, and the 
work of months would go for noth- 
ing. 

But Taylor and his crew handled 
their vessel magnificently. They 
got her up to periscope depth, and 
Taylor had his first sight of the 
enemy—1000 yards away. C-24 closed 
to within 500 yards of the German 
submarine and maneuvered for a 
shot. At 9:55—only 10 minutes 
after the slipping of the tow— 
C-24 fired her torpedo. It ran true 
and hit the enemy amidships. She 
sank immediately—it was UC-40. 
C-24 then came to the surface to 
pick up any survivors, and at that 
moment her propeller refused to 
move. It was found that the hang- 
ing telephone cable had taken 20 
turns around the propeller shaft 
during the attack. Only two men 
were picked up from UC-40—her 
captain and a petty officer, 


Less than a month later the 
scheme of towing a submerged 
submarine from a decoy claimed 
another victim. Once again the 
attack was hampered by a break- 
down of material. This time it 
was the telephone—that most tem- 
peramental and infuriating of all 
the penalties of civilization. 

It was 7:55 a. m. on July 20 
that Lieut. Cantlie, commanding 
the trawler Princess Louise, sighted 
a German submarine coming to 
the surface on her port bow at a 
range of 2500 yards. Lieut. Cantlie 
telephoned to Lieutenant-Command- 
er Dobson of C-27, who was in tow 
submerged, and told him of the 
appearance of the hostile subma- 
rine.

The success of this scheme for 
catching German submarines obvi- 
ously depended upon the closest 
secrecy. When going on these 
trawler patrols the submarine and 
trawler left harbor independent- 
ly well before dawn, and the trawl- 
ers and submarines were berthed 
in different parts of the harbor 
to prevent unauthorized persons 
from finding out that they were 
working together. Once the en- 
emy got to know that British sub- 
marines were being towed sub- 
merged by trawlers working with 
the fishing fleet, their submarines 
would give all ostensible fishing 
craft a wide berth,

HE first two attacks carried out 


by our towed submarines were 
successful. Neither of the Ger- 
man submarines concerned lived to 
return to its base and warn its con- 


sorts of the existence of a subma- 
rine trap among the fishing ves- 
sels. But where C-24 and C-27 had 
succeeded, in spite of difficulties 
caused by the breakdown of ma- 
terial, the authorities in England 
failed through sheer carelessness.

The German sub- 
marines were wary, and preferred 
to carry out their raids by gun- 
fire at long range.

Not only were 
there the great minefields, but in 
the channels and elsewhere there

groups of mines by the German 
mine-laying submarines. Many of 
these groups of mines were only 
discovered when some unfortunate 
ship “located” them and was 
blown up. 

In the first week of August, 1916, 
submarine C-33, which had been 
working off the Norfolk coast in 
conjunction with the armed trawl- 
er Malta, was relieved by an- 
other “C” boat. C-33 slipped 
her tow and set off back to her 
base. She never got home, and 
none of her company was ever seen 
again. The official German sub- 
marine records show that there 
was no U-boat operating in those 
waters at the time, and it seems 
clear that C-33 “located” a mine— 
probably near Smith’s Knoll. 
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N Aug. 11, 1916, one of our 
(teres submarine decoys fell in 
with a German submarine, but, 
owing to yet another failure of ma- 
terial, was unable to attack her. 

C-23 was submerged and in tow 
of the armed trawler Ratapiko 30 
miles off the entrance to Firth of 
Forth, when a German submarine 
was sighted. C-23 tried to slip from 
the Ratapiko in order to attack 
the enemy, but the:tow and tele- 
phone cable were foul, and she 
could not free herself. Nor could 
she tell the Ratapiko to slip her 
end of the tow, for the telephone 
had broken down. The result was 
that C-23 was unable to get fn a 
shot at the German. The Ratapiko 
staged a panic in order to decoy 
the U-boat into close range, and 
then opened fire with her gun, but 
the German escaped. He probably 
never knew that a British sub- 
marine was submerged, but help- 
less, only a few hundred yards 
away. 

Aug. 19, 1916, was an eventful 
day. It provided the only occasion 
of the whole war in which a Brit- 
ish submarine sighted both the 
British Grand Fleet and the Ger- 
man High Sea Fleet; and very 
nearly led to a British ship being 
torpedoed by one of our own sub- 
marines. 

Admiral Scheer had brought his 
fleet to sea, and the Grand Fieet 
had rushed southwards to try to 
bring him to action. Between the 
two fleets was C-8, submerged and 
in tow of a trawler. C-8 was com- 
manded by Lieut. Everard, and the 
trawler by Lieut. Taylor, whose 
submarine, C-10, was undergoing 
refit. 

It was a fine, sunny day, but 
rather hazy. At 10:30 @€-m., the 
trawler, with C-8 in tow at 60 feet, 
imitating an innocent trawl, was 
about 90 miles’ east-southeast of 
Hartlepool, when a Zeppelin came 
in sight. The trawler at once 
staged an accident so that the 
mizzen sail fell over. the § three- 
pounder gun mounted in the stern, 
and the Zeppelin passed over with- 
out suspecting anything. About an 
hour Jsater the trawler. sighted 
ke to the southeastward. and 
soon afterwards several cruisers of 
the German advanced forces could 
be seen. The trawler altered course 
so as to bring C-8 closer to their 
track, and kept the submarine in- 
formed of the range and bearing 
of the most conspicuous four-fun- 
neled German cruiser. When the 
enemy ships were four or five miles 
away, C-8 slipped her tow and car- 
ried on alone to attack. Everard, 
however, could see nothing of the 
enemy through his periscope At 
st he decided to bring C-8’s con- 
ning tower out of the water so as 
to have a good look around with 
binoculars and try to locate the 
German ships, which seemed to 
have vanished, although the trawl- 
had said they were steaming 

towards C-8 

C-8’s conning tower was brought 
clear of the water, and Everard 
leaped up to have a look. He first 
oked to his port bow, where the 
enemy ought to have been. Then, 
turning his gaze in the other direc- 
tion, he saw smoke on his starboard 
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bow. He could only conclude that 
the enemy had crossed his bow 
while he had been unable to see, 


and was now coming back. for tne 
smoke was approaching, and soon 
he could make out the masts and 
funnels of cruisers—exactly what 
his trawler had reported. Everard 
dived to attack. C-8 could only get 
within range of the last of the 
cruisers, and Everard had a long 
shot with his two bow torpedoes, 


Then he dived deep, but no explo- 
sion followed. Some time later, 
when C-8 came up again, he saw
